THE NOMINATION OF FOLGER. 

Judge Folger was nominated for Governor 
of New York by the Republican Convention 
at Saratoga yesterday on the second ballot. 
The votes were: 


The number necessary to a choice on both 
ballots was 249. Judge Folger had only a 
majority of nine oyer all, The Administra- 
tion party secured the organization by a ma- 
jority of seven, and seated three contestants 
from Kings County favorable to Folger by a 
majority of three. It is evident that the con- 
test was very close, and that small causes 
might have turned the balance either way. 
The nomination of Judge Folger was due 
in almost equal parts to two causes: First, 
he was the Administration candidate. All 
the strength of the machine in New York 
City, represented in the rotten association 
primaries, was turned over to him. Even 
in the country there were not wanting many 
influential politicians who could be reached 
by promises of appointments or threats of 
losing positions already held. Judge Rob- 
ertson, who a year ago was the leader of the 
Garfield Republicans of the State—on whose 
behaif Garfield had risked the peace 
of his Adwinistiation and staked his 
own life—is now accused of treachery 
to the persons who made him what 
tre is. If it shall appear that Robert- 
son would rather be Collector than be 
right, be will not be proved worse than many 
other politicians in New York. The enor- 
mous patronage of the National Government 
made itself felt in the remotest corner of the 
State, and brought many waverers to the 
support of Foiger. 

The second principal cause of the success 
of the Administration cause is that it had the 
better one of the two leading candidates. As 
between Cornell and Folger, the latter is de- 
cidedly to be preferred on personal grounds. 
The most that can be said for Cornell is that 
he represented a good cause and associated 


Conklingism and Gouidism, while the worst 
that can be said against Folger is that he was 
in bad company and represented a bad cause. 
The victory for the Adwinistration may, 
after all, prove td be a barren one. Folger 
has been nominated, but he he has not been 
elected. If the popular dissatisfaction with 
him or distrust of his responsible supporters, 
Gould and Conkling, should prove to be very 
serious, he would surely be defeated. The 
percentage of the Republican vote which he 
can afford to lose is very small. We sin- 
cerely hope that the Republicans of the State 
will raily to his support with practical una- 
nimity. He is too good 4 man not to be elect- 
ed. In State politics he has always been 
cleuan-handed and reputable, and would 
doubtiess make an excellent Governor. But 
if by any chance He should fail of an elec- 
tion, the last end of the Administration 
would be worse than its first, 

If Folger should be elected he would be in. 
New York politics a more important man 
than the Peesident. His term would not ex- 
pire until January, 1886 New York would 


be more likely to adopt him for “a favorit | 
son” in 1884 than to promote Mr. Arthur to 

that exalted station. There is a hint of retri- 

bution also in this pussipility. If it were not 

for Gould and Conkling it might be said that 

the New York Convention had done well; 

as it is, we shall have to be content with say- 

ing that it might have done worse. It might 

have nominated Conkling himself, or John 

H. Starin, or some other little boss and creat- 
ure of the machine. 

THE LONG STRIKE. 

The strike which was ordered by the 
Amalgamated Association of Lronworkers 
has been officially declared atan ehd, and 
those laborers who have not already gone to 
work are now at liberty to resume. The 
strike was a foolish one, and was generally 
opposed by the officers of the association and 
by a large proportion of the workmen. The 
original demand was for a small advance in 
the wages of the puddiers. The old rate was 
$5.50; the men demanded $6, but, after ninety 
days had passed, proposed to compromise on 
$5.75, which offer was rejected. 

The facts were notorious that, when this 
demand tor an advance was made, the stocks 
of iron on hand were large, that the market 
prices were low, and that while the manu- 
facturers might continue production at the 
old wages they could much better afford to 
close their mills and in the meantime sell off 
the large stocks in store. On the ist of June 
the strike was ordered, and the mills closed 
generally a few days after, throwing many 
thousands of men out of work, and of course 
stopping their wages. 

The loss and consequent suffering and dis- 
tress were very great. The loss to the men 
in unearned wages is estimated at from 
$8,000,000 to $10,000,000, while the employers 
have been able during the nearly four months 
to dispose of their stocks at constantly in- 
creasing prices; and now that they have sold 
off all they had to seli work is resumed with- 
out any increase in wages. While the em- 
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: ve to those who be- 
lieved that a gen suspension of labor 
would compel enjployers to continue work 
at rates which n itated a loss. | The em- 
ployers unanimously accepted the strike as a 
release from the! continuance of employ- 
ment at a loss. .stispension of produc- 
tion inflated the fron market, and the em- 
ployers haye,durmg these 116 days of the 
strike, sold off their stocks at a large profit. 

Now the puddiers, after wasting| so much 

of their time in) idleness and wasting so 
much of their past savings to sustain life, 
are compelled to ask for renewed employ- 
ment at the wageg they abandoned in June 
last. They are outof pocket several millions 
of dollars, and haye gained nothing by the 
strike. Nor is this all that they have. lost. 
There never was an organizaiion s0 strong 
pumericaily as the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of iron operators. it extended to and 
included the whole area of iron manufact- 
ure, But the country was filled with other 
workmen of all grades who had come to this 
country to find work, and to whom bread 
was essential to life. During the year 
and a half preceding this Ul-advised 
strike over 1,000,000 able-bodied workmen 
with their families had been added 
to the population, to whom work and wages 
were an absolute necessity. . These people 
could not starve, and when the men at work 
discarded the wages they had been receiv- 
ing. these other men gladly accepted work at 
whatever was offered them, In many cases 
where the union men walked out strangers 
were invited In, and today, when the old 
hands returti to work, they will find their 
places filled by the new men who have been 
selected by their old employers. The power 
of this, the strongest of all unions, to coerce 
employers and to restrain labor from taking 
employment has been broken and destroyed. 
No union can compel employers to pay in- 
creased wages on @ falling market, and no 
union can compel men to abstain from work 
when it be¢omes a question of voluntary 
starvation. The surrender of the union is a 
verification of the Jast point, and the success- 
ful stand-out of the employers is proof that 
a strike on a fallmg marketis an advantage 
to employers. 


The country will sympathize with the. 


workmen in the great money loss they have 
sustained. Eight millions of dollars have 
been withdrawn from their earnings during 
these. 116 days of idleness. The loss has 
fallen with intense severity on those who 
had no previous savings on which to de- 
pend, and has swept away from others the 
savings which had cost so many months ef 
sacrifice and self-denial. It has taken the lit- 
tle store which the fruga! and thethrifty had 
laid away for future necessity or enjoyment, 
and left the owners to resume their labor 
again with empty cupboards and straitened 
means, 

The complaint on which this strike was 
founded was that the cost of living had 
so advanced that, with the best of wages, it 
took all a man’s earnings to supply the 
wants of his family. The strike has only 
aggravated the original cause of complaint. 
The cost of living has been increased by the 
scarcity of production instead of being less- 
ened, and the Wages of nearly four months 
have been sacrificed with cruel effecis, 


PROGRESS OF CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 

It is notable that the platforms of both the 
Republican and Democratic State Conven- 
tions of Massachusetts are outspoken in 
fayor of civil-service reform, and demand 
that practical steps be taken in that direction. 
This may be regarded in both cases as a 
concession to public sentiment. There is 
reason to believe that the recent agitation of 
the subject under the auspices of the Civil- 
Service Reform Leagie of New York, 
prompted by the Hubbell assessments, has 
impressed upon the public mind the urgency 
of the issue as affecting the efficient admin- 
istration of the Government. It may be as- 
sumed that the mass of the people in both 
parties have been all along passively in favor 
of conducting the dffairs of Government 
upon business principles, but until recently 
there has been no sign of popular displeasure 
at the neglect of the reform movement 
atthe hands of the politicians. The serious

yania, due to the one-man contro! of the Govr- 
ernment patronage, the high-handced ma- 
nipulanon of offices in Virginia by Mahone to 
suit his local aims, the threatened employ- 
ment of the patronage in New York for 
factional purposes, and still other circum- 
stances not necessary to recount have given 
civil-service reform a prominence which 
the usual generalizations of party platforms 
ffil to recogtize. Hence the more direct 
and impressive utterances adopted by both 
parties. 

The Democrats, as a matter of course, take 
up the cry of civil-service reform as a party 
shibboieth and arraign the Republican party 
as a chronic offender against its principles. 
All there is to this is the simple fact that the 
Republican party bas been in control of the 
offices, and civil-service reform has not been 
the ruling passion of either the politicians 
or the people. No reasonable person can 
doubt tor a moment that the civil service of 
the Government would have been in a much 
more deplorable condition than it is if the 
Democrats had been in power. A sufficient 
reason for this conviction may be found in 
the fact that the spoils system of running the 
Offices originated with the Democrats, sup- 
plemented by the circumstances that no 
movement was ever inaugurated for reform- 
ing the system while the Democrats were in 
control of the offices and that the practical 
measures which have been taken to secure 
public interest in the reform have emanated 
from the Republicans. A good answer to 


earnestness in this matter may be found in 
the nomination of Ben Butler by the Massa- 
chusetts Demoeratic Convéntion, which has 
prohounced so emphatically in behalf 
of the proposed reform.

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SOUTHERN INDUSTRY. 

The Cotton-Planters’ Association of the 
United States will hold its annual conven- 
tion this year at Little Rock, Ark., on the 16th 
of October, the meeting of the conveation be- 
ing happily arranged so as to enable its dele- 
gates to witness and attend the Arkansas 
State Fair. It is possibie that uo such favor- 
able time for visiting the State of Arkansas 
will oceur for years as this one, when there 
will be gathered in Little Rock the largest 
nuinber of representative Southern men (not 
politicians, but men representing all the indus- 
trial interests of the whole Southern States) 
ever assembled atany point. Every branch of 
industry will be represented on this occasion. 
The whole Southern people have become in- 
terested in the fact that their material inter- 
ests have been hitherto overlouked, and that 
the agricuitural interests are deeply con- 
cerned and connected with the mechanical, 
each directly tending to promote and develop 
the other. Labor-saving is an important item 
in successful agriculture, and nowhere -has 
this fact been so largely and profitably im- 
pressed, as it has been upon the people of the 
South, especially in the cotton production. 
Labor-saving is not so valuable in the respect 
that it enables producers to dispense with 
labor as it is because itenables the same 
amount of manual labor to increase its pro- 
duction to an enormous extent. 

The visitor to this convention will at the 
same time have an excellent opportunity of 
seeing something of the progress going on in 
Arkansas, a State wherein an unusual vari- 
ety of.all the natural materials for immense 
industrial productions are to be found in in- 
exhaustible quantities. There is no reason 
why that State should not become a perfect 
hive of industry, having all the facilities and 
materials in profusion within its own doors. 
We think politics is very well in its way; 
we think all men ought to have opinions and 
vote them freely, but politics is not of it- 
self alone either a profitable or useful pro- 
duction, that it should furnish a pretext 
for neglecting other and material interests. 
Labor engaged at production and labor en- 
gaged in politics are not the same things, and 
a State Fair exhibiting the successful progress 
of Arkansas in the productions of her fields, 
her mineral resources, the capacities of her 
forests, the outcomings of her furnaces and 
of her workshops, must of necessity be of 
greater enduring value to the people of that 
State than all the conventions to nominate 
candidates for office that are so numerous in 
that region. 

Arkansas has been in the Union nearly 
fifty years; her corporate existence is older 
than that of the City of Chicago, and twice as 
old as some of the Northern States. She has 
been freed from siavery, and provided witha 
laboring population peculiarly adapted to her 
industries. Blessed with a fertile svil and 
great natural productions, she needs only 
industry and peace within her own border to 
become one of the most productive States in 
the Union. It will be of great interest to 
persons from the North to attend her State 
Fair, especially as it is held this year at the 
same time with the great National Fair of 
the Cotton-Planters’ Association, and it will 
well compensate the time and expense of a 
trip to Little Rock. The attention given of 
late nen Ye the South to industrial pursuits 
other thai mere cotton-planting is the most 
encouraging of all the signs of a coming 
prosperity such as the South has never wit- 
nessed or enjoyed. Itisa sign of the biess- 
ings which free labor brings in the place of 
slavery, and in that prosperity of the South 
the Northern States are prepared to welcome 
a National prosperity and National union of 
interests tending to obliterate the difficulties 
aud antagonisms of the past. 

STREET NOISES. 

The English papers are beginning to dis- 
cuss ways and means for the abatement if 
not the abolition of street noises in London, 
and the communications from sufferers are 
really amusing in their pitiable lamentations. 
One correspondent says be lives in a street 
which is deseribed by house agents as ** ewi- 
nenily genteel and well suited for the resi- 
dence of a quiet family.” His family is a 
very quiet one, but the street is as nuisy as 
Babel, owing to the nightly practice of a 
drum-and-fife band. He complains that the 
drum is like “the throbbing of some huge 
engine,” and that the fife makes the genteel 
street about as agreeable as “ungenteel 
lodgings over a boiler factory or next door to 
a saw-sharpener in a good way of business.”’ 
Another correspondent, who lives next door 
to a ladies’ school, complains that he 
constantly hears through the: party walls, 
“from early morn to late at night, 
and all at once, damsels of tender years do- 
ing their best to torture three or four jang- 
ling pianos.”’ Says the irate correspondent: 
“They ‘executed’ bits of Mozart and bits of 
Beethoven, or more frequently they failed to 
execute them, and then after an interlude 
with the governess they would begin all over 
again.” Thus the din went on until the cor- 
respondent’s aged mother took to her bed, 
and he applied to the Police Court for relief, 
but could not obtain it, the court deciding 
the noise would have to be endured, as 
pianos are recognized instruments of educa- 
tuon and the art of playing upon them a neces- 
sary accomplishment for every genteel young 
person. It will strike the average person 
that the decision is an outrage on per- 
sonal rights, since it is based upon the 
erroneous premise that piano-playing is 
a necessary accomplishment for every gzen- 
teel young person. If piano-playing were 
only confined to genteel young persons it 
might be endured since it cannot be cured, 
but the despair of it is that it is not confined 
to genteel young persons, but every young 
person, genteel or ungenteel, is addicted to 
the practice. Still another correspondent is 
enraged at a peripatetic German musician 
who insists on playing the “Wacht am 
Rhein” on the trombone. Others are howl- 
ing because coal-dealers use bells on their 
carts, and still others are deafened with steam- 
whistles. 

The London Standard after discussing the 
whole question of street noises says: “ Un 
questionably upon many people noise inflicts 
serious injury. Savages, children, and peo- 
ple of a low nervous organization delight in 
it. Men of highiy-strung temperaments} such 
as civilization tends to produce, are, how- 
ever, rendered miserable by the din. The work 
of a great city cannot go forward without 
ceaseless noise, But this may be reduced 
within limits, and our efforts to reduce it 
should be thorough as well as con- 
tinuous.” This is good advice, and 
it might be’ applied to Chicago as 
well as London, for in _ proportion 
to size it is doubtful whether Chicago is not

We have a brass-band 
nuisance which is growing into extraordinary 
dimensions through the frantic efforts of 
base-ball clubs, horse-fairs, clothing-houses, 
and cheap theatres to advertise themselves.

Tags render the 
vicinity pf the river hideous with their whis- 
tles, and only night before last, in defiance 
of the ordinance, Mr. Harrison opened every 
whistle within reach to greet him upon his 
arrival with its horrible screébhing, Our 
principal busfhess streets are infested with 
sidéwalk-venders of shawl-straps, rubber 
dress-shields, -shoestrings, combs, col- 
lar-buttons, and toys, who add to 
the necessary noises of the Street their 
polyglot Babel of din. The popworn 
business, which at one time was confined to 
a few comparatively quiet foot pilgrims, has 
assumed the dignity of horse and box-cart 
and taken on the accompaniment of cracked 
trumpets, braying out most horrible noises. 
Peripatetic Italians dragging hand-carts of 
bananas murder the King’s English with 
their vile jargon, and Polish and Bohemian 
peddlers yell ple apples and potatoes of 
doubtful quality in a pitch disagreeable 
enough to drive the hearer to frenzy. 
conduct the legitimate business of Chicago 
alone necessitates a vast amount of noise. 
Why, tnen, should people be tormented with 
all this additional and unnecessary noise, not 
only by day but by night algo ? Mr. Harrison 
has returned from Europe with a portman- 
teau full of reforms. We hope that among 
them there is one which will remedy this 


evil.

Tae London Standard, in the course of 
av interesting article upon the Eugtish diamond 
industry, contributes some valuable informa- 
tion upon the subject of these little gems which 
are now growing s0 common. The great sources 
of the Eugliish industry are India, the South 
African coionies, and Australia. in South Af- 
rca the explorations are carried on upon an 
immense seaie. The areas of the mines io that 
region are large boliows or basins which have 
been filled by the deposits containing the dia- 
monds, these depusits rising as mounds above 
the surrounding country. The details of the 
working of ove mine will give an idea of the 
genera! business. The capital of the company 
is $2,800,000 and its plant $261,450, The rating 
assessment is on $4,721,905, and it pays 
$6,000 a month for rates arid licenses, Its terri- 
torial property consists of seventy-five and a 
half claims, and it employs over 800 men. The 
findis nuwon an average a thousand carats’ 
weight of diamonds per day, dhd the sale for 
the past quarter of the year realized upwards of 
$500,000, A large amount of diamond cutting 
and polishing isdone in England, one factory 
alone in Clerkenwell runoing eighteen milis, 
but Amsterdam isthe great centre of this in- 
dustry, where Jewish lapidaries are employed, 
who for more than two centuries have been the 
most skiliful masters of the art. There are over 
4,000 persons engaged in the business in Am- 
sterdam alone, though the English work is now 
considered superioP to that of the Netherlands. 
Upon this point the Standard says: 

These operations of polishing must be dove 
with extreme accuracy, 9s the least divergence 
between the plane of the diamond and the piaue 
of the mill quickly makes itseif felt on the stone, 
while the mill aiso complains of ill-treatment by 
sounding out its uliar whine. If there is the 
least speck in diamond upon any of its 
facets the blemish is ground out, the English 
workmen taking infinitly greater pains in this 
respect than the Dutoh dv; indeed, it is on this 
account that the Lonadou worn is considered 
superior to that done ia Amsterdam. The other 
puint of superiority lies in the exquisit precis- 
ion of the parallelism of the pianes of every two 
oppusit faceta. 


ADDITIONAL researches made by M. Pas- 
teur show that the virus of rabies does not exist

Tue Bureau of Statistics has cubenitted an 
advance statement ot immigration into the 
United States during the of August, 1882, 
and the two months ended 81, as compared 
with the corresponding periods of 1881.

010; Hungary, 321; Italy, 676; Netheriands, 340; 
Norway, 2,062; Russia, 896; Poland, 162; Sweden, 
2,601; Switzerland, 837; Dominion of Canada, 
4,441; and from all other countries, 497. The ar- 


rivals of immigrants in August, 1881, were 56,744, 


or 12,668 more than in August of this year. The 
decrease was quite general in respect to coun- 
tries.

TERRIBLE SCENES. 

In the centre of the wreck is a horrible 
spectacle of fearfully mangled corpses, 
which it has not yet been possibie to remo 
from unger the ruins. Some are neadiess, 
many out legs or arms, and a large pro- 
portion.so fearfully mutifiated as to be be- 
yond recognition. The impression made by 
the whole is horrible. A large number of 
the victims belong to families of officials, es- 
pecially, it is said, of customs officials, Sin- 
gle officials had bought from fifty to sixty 
tickets for their friends. A large number of 
high officials are also among the sufferers 
and mourners. <A violent thunder-storm was 
raging during and after the accident, and 
rain fellin torrents. Fiashes of lightning 
momentarily lighted up the ghastly scene, 
made more dreadful by the moanings of the 
wounded and the crying of children for their 
parents and parents for their children. The 
number ef the dead is seventy-one, and of 
the wounded three times as many. 

THE CAUSE OF THE DISASTER. 

The Government Commissioner expresses 
his opinion that the engine. driver seems to 
have considerably exceeded the prescribed 
speed, and that the brakemen may not bave 
performed their functions with perfect atten- 
tion. The train was drawn by a heavy goods 
train efgine. These engitf®s are fitted to 
draw gfeat weights, but not to run fast. 
Notwithstanding the steep gradient the train 
had but few brakes. The lost time had to be 
recovere@. The train, according to the 
unanim@us statements of passengers, was 
flying ng like an express. The goods 
train en@ine, with its small, strong wheels, 
was now more pressed forward by the car- 
riages rolling behind itthan they were drawn 
by it, and so it oscillated to and fro, and, es- 
pecially in sharp curves, it. pressed terribly 
against the outer rail. The driver, forebod- 
ing danger, probably put on a brake, and 
thus the engine wis shoved off the rails by 
the carriages fvllowing it, with terrific mo- 
mentum, or, in other words, the speed of the 
train exceeded the power of the engine.

A Guilty Conscience.

Barnik, Ont., Sept. 20.—Intelligence has 
been received of the death from suicide of 
William Ney in a remote part of Michigan. 
Ney was tried here for the murder of a 
farmer named Sleight,and througigsbe clever 
Pleading of his lawyer he w uitted, 
though tuany believed him guilty. . Nearly 
& year pastsince an aged farmer, Thomas 
Sleight by name, came in his wagon to Bar- 
rie 0 dispose of some apples and grain. The 
following morning nis dead body was found 
within a mile of sis own farm-house, horri- 
bly mutilated, while the bloody ax-handie 
that did the fatal work of death lay by his 
side, literaily painted with the blood of the vic- 
tim. Clever detectives were sent in quest of 
the murderer, and William Ney was arrested. 
A Coroner’s inquest was held at Cookstown. 
Ney was sent for trial at thevollowing as- 
sizes held in Barrie in April: was tried and 
acquitted of one of the most cold-blooded 
and atrocious murders that ever darkened 
the pages of Simcoe County’s history. Ney’s 
deportment during his five months’ incarcer- 
ation was not such as to mark him out as 
one who was likely subsequently to commit 
suicide, while his cool nonchalance duri 
his stay in the prisoner’s dock, couplea with 
his solemn protestations of innocence, bore 
conviction that he was not the guilty one. 
Soon after the verdict of not guilty was re- 
turned Ney left Canada to labor in Michi- 
gan, and about the same time his aged 
respected father, who had given evi- 
dence in his son’s behalf, met a 
eruel and torturing death on his own 
farm. While attempting to catch a 
colt in the field the animal sprang wpon him, 

rushing himjothe ground, and injuring 

im to such afi extent that he died within a 
week. The report from Michigan states that 
the body of a man answering the description 
of William Ney was found in the water 
drowned. Amongst others who recognized 
the body was a person who said the deceased 
was subject to fits of yen moongy *! passing his 
life in a state of abjectterror. The deceased, 
so it is said, once admitted having been tried 
and aequitted for the murder of an old man 
in Canada, and freQ@uently had threatened to 
take his own life,

Iowa’s Claim. 

WaAsHINoTon, D. C., Sept. 290.—When R. 
P. Lowe, now of this city, was Governor of 
lowa in 1858 he, under instructions from the 
Legislature, called upon Secretary-of-the-In- 
t@rior Thompson to audit an accountin favor 
of the State and against the Government for 
certain moneys alleged to be due the former 
as 5 per centum upon the value of all public 
lands disposed of within her bound- 
aries by means of military land 
warrants. Lowe now calls upon 
Commissioner McFarland, of the General 
Land-Offiee, to state the account in question 
under penalty of a writ of mandamus, for 
which Lowe asserts he will apply in case of a 
refusal. The ex-Governor says he was in ernor 
years ago when he made his demand upon 
the Secretary, as it should have been made 
upon the Commissioner of the General Land- 
Office. The whole question was before the 
Forty-seventh Congress, and is still pending. 
Claims amounting to several millions of 
dollars possibly depend upon a settlement of 
any one test case forming a portion of this 
very interesting question. 


Delay in the Issue of the Gold Certifi- 
cates. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

‘Wasnineton, D. C., Sept. 20.—A great 
many complaints haye been received here 
that the new gold certificates have not been 
issued. It is ascertained that one cause for 
the delay is the fact that Assistant~Treasurer 
Thomas W. Acton, of New York, made a 
special request of Secretary Folger that his 
name should appear upon these certificates. 
This is quite coutrary to the usual practice, 
and has never been done before in the issu- 
ance of any certificates. However, Judge 
Folger granted the request, and a blank has 
been prepared requiring the counter-signa- 
ture of Thomas W. Acton to render the 
certificates valid. The certificates, after being 
signed here, therefore, wil) all have to be 
sent to New York,to be signed by Mr.

FIRST PUBLIC SALE IN THIS COUNTRY. 

The first public saie ever held in this country 
of imported thoroughbred Pollied Aberdeen or 
Angus cattle took place yesterday afternoon at 
Dexter Park.

The leading produce markets were active yes- 
terday and again irregular. re was a 
atro r feeling all round on the near deliveries, 
but the long futures were in most casés com- 
paratively weak, This was most marked in pro- 
visions and corn, but it was also visible in wheat 
and oats. The colder weather, with news or 
rumors of frost, brought out corn buyers, the 
Small receipts of oats stimulated the demand 
there, the fear that wet weather will reduce re- 
ceipts of wheat increased a demand in that 
market. Provisions were wanted by those wpo 
believed that the market has been over- 
sold for this and next month, but 
the winter deliveries were not wanted. 
There was more doing in shipment of wheat, 
corn, and oats, the Eastern demand for the two 
latter being much better. There was a big ship- 
ping demand for lard yesterday in spite of a 
rumor that about 8,000 tes have been ordered 
back from Buffalo to this city. Mess purk 
closed lW@25c higher, at $21.45@21.47% seller Oc- 
tober and $15.50@18.82% for January. Lard 
closed 6@30c higher, at $12.574@12.00 for Oc- 
tober and $11.42%4@11.45 for January. Short 
ribs closed strong, at $13.20 asked for October. 
Red winter wheat closed 14@2c higher, at $1.04 
asked for September. Regular wheat closed 1 
@2c higher, at $1.00%@1.00% seller Sep- 
tember and %%@9%c seller October. Corn 
closed 24@2%c higher, at @Xe bid 
for car-lots a 664%@66X%c for October. 
Oats closed X@le higher, at RM \@i2%c 
for September, RAG@RWKo for October, and 22k 
@i2%c for the year. Rye closed J@l'4e higher, 
at 58% @600 for September, 68@63,c for Novem- 
ber,and 60@90\c for the vear. Bariey closed 3c 
higher on No. 2, at 8c, and unchanged for No 3, 
at65c. Hogs were active and firm, with light at 
$7.40G8.40 and heavy at $7.40@9.10. Cattle were 
dull, and shipping grades deciined 19@25c. Sales 
wore at $2.85@7. 10. 

The demand for dry goods continues active. 
Boots and shoes, clothing, hats and caps, milli- 
nery goods, and cognate lines are aiso moving 
out in a liberal way. In the grocery market 
there was fair activity and steadiness, prices not 
being subjected to any quotable change. Sugars 
were strong, A’s being specially firm, 
owing to their scarcity. The .dried- 
fruit trade continues to improve, but 
prices do not respond as yet. Fish are in good de- 
mand at full prices; stocks of most kinds are very 
light. Dairy products remained unchanged. 
Trade was quiet at barely sustained prices. The 
oll market was withvut new features. Bag- 
ging, leather, coal, and pig-iron were quoted as 
before. 

Gregn fruit of ali seasonable kinds were 
plenty and cheaper, peaches being off 15@20c 
per basket, grapes Zc per ib, and blackberries 
10@ lic per case. Eggs were firm at 2ic per doz. 
In drugs and chemicals there is some improve- 
ment in trade, while prices remain steady. 
Hides continue siow, tanners being fairly sup- 
plied, and hoiding off for a further decline. 
Grease and tallow quiet and unchanged. Po- 
tatoes are dul! with little demand for the heavy 
stocks held here. Wool is quiet ang frm. Hay 
was firm for the better grades, while for others 
there was littieinquiry. In seedstimothy was 
weak and 3@5c lower, the quotation for prime 
being $1.80@1.83. Flaxseed was steady and firm 
at $1.23 on track. 

Lake freights were active and steady, with the 
rate on Buffalo at 244c on wheat and nominally 
2c on corn. The inquiry from shippers was 
principally fur wheat. Wheat to Kingston paid

An operator on "Change remarked yesterday:

The point was made to 
sbow that farmers do not regard present prices 
as attractive. 

An operator in provisions yesterday figured 
up that the excess of chipments of lard from 
this city over receipts thus far in the month is 
about 38.000 tes. As the production has been 
insignificant, this would leave our present stock 
about 57,000 tes. Later in the day Mr. Singer 
took a volunteer “ census” of the situation, and 
succeeded in counting up only H00tes. We 
may remark that counting up from receipts and 
shipments docs not always give the truth, and 
for several reasons. One is that the figures 
sometimes misrepresent the daily mofement. 
Another reason lies in the fYact thas 
the shipments inciude the stuff sent out from 
refineries; and it is notorious that the whole of 
that does not go from the packing-house to the 
refinery. The last-named point would not, how- 
ever, account for 544,000 as against 51,000; it 
would rather make the figures move the other 
way. Thestock of ribs here is supposed

ENGINEER MELVILLE, 


The Other Side of the Story of His 
Domestic Helations, as Told by His 
Friends. 


Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Wasurxeron, D. C., Sept. 18.—Everything 
was in readiness to give Engineer Melville, 
of Arctic fame,a fitting reception to this 
city, but the family troubles which now beset 
him have delayed indefinitly his visit to this 
city. The Critic says friends of Engineer 
Melville in this city are disposed not to 
blame him for his sudden desertion of his 
wife. Stories of her extravagances, her tem- 
per, and her disposition to suspect him of 
unmentionable vices were rife here today 
without limit. 

Melville, among members of the Engineer 
Corps, has always been known as a quiet, 
steady, and unobtrusive officer, and by no 
means a member of social gatherings. *‘ He 
is a man,”’ said one of his oldest friends to- 
day, * who was inclined to domesticate him- 
self: but, as he has often said to me, his wife 
made his home a perfect hell on earth, and 
shée could spend money too.” The gentle- 
man added: “Why, I have, not desiring it 
either, been an eye-witness to scenes between 
herself and Melville concerning her expendi- 
tures of his hard-earned money; In my own 
opinion | considered her a rattle-brained, 
senseless girl.” 

Another of Melville’s friends is thus 
quoted: “ I will give you the inside facts, 
because [ met Melville the other evening 
whien he left his wife, and this is| his story: 
lie had received no letter from his wife for 
many weeks before he returned home. That 
lowered his spirits somewhaty and he feared 
that she was entering into social gayeties to 
such an extent that she had entirely for- 
eutten him except when she applied to draw 

a portion of his pay. When he left home 
Melville left a aum of money with his wife 
to pay offia mortgage that hung over the 
piace at Sharon Hill. That money, his wife 
informed him when he met her the other 
night, had been squandered in Hind dissipa- 
tions. Naturally it angered i Instead 
of coming home again wo his own vine and 
fig-tree, as he imagined, he returned to find 
it practically under the auctioneer’s ham- 


mer.’

The Tax upon Vessels That Bring Im- 
migrants. 

The following is the decision of the Treasurv 
Department regarding the bead tax upon ves- 
sels bringing immigrants to an American port 
from foreign countries: 

TREASURY DEPARENDEE, WASHINGTON, D. C., 
Aug. 29, 1882.—Collector of Customs, Boston, Mass. 

—Sin: The question has been repeatedly sub- 
mitted to the department whether, under the 
provisions of the act to regulate immigration, 
approved Aug. 3, 1882, the duty of 50 cents per 
bend, to be collected for every alien passenger 
arriving in the United States by san or steam- 
vessel, is to be collected for transient visitors or 
tourists. After mature consideration of the 
case, the department decides that, the purpose 
of the law being the temporary support and re- 
lief or immigrants who contemplate a : perma- 
nent settlement in this country, the 
owners, agents, ete, of vessels from 
whom the duty is to be collected 
should be beld chargeable for a duty levied only 
on immigrauts who there is good reason to 
suppose intend a permanent sojourn io this 
country. You will therefore hereafter ascer- 
tain from the lst of passengers presented to 
you, pacer Sec. 4,266, Revised Statutes, or under 

. 9 of the act Aug. 2, 1882, to regulate the 
carriage of passengers by sea (when it shall 
have gone into operation), such as mayin your 
judgment properly be considered as per manent 
immigrants; and you will collect the 50-cent 
head-money only for every passenger of this 
character, and refrain feom collecting it on the 
account of alien passengers who are but tran- 
sient visitors tothis country. You will, of course, 
collect it for children of pérmanent immigrants, 
or on account of their minor wards or depend- 
ents, of whatever age they may be. Vegy re-

the tow. On the second brig the flyina-jib and 
jib-topsail are set, but there is mo partiality in 
the use of sheets, one having Deen drawn aft on 
the starboard side and the otheron the port. 
These also draw in a way that would make the 
owner delighted if he had a load of 50-cent coal. 
There is a pecullar top-gallant sail on this yes- 
sel. It is three-cornered, with sheets at each 
end of the topsail vard, — the halliards rove 
through che truck, The last vessel of the tow 
is, perhaps, the most suggestive of all. The 
three Jibs, with their weather sheet set down 
snug and ship-shape, are all the canvas that is 
spread, but they are well filled—in fact are 
drawing so hard that the tow-line sags nearly to 
the water.
